To  the  President  of  the  City  Council: 

The  Trustees  of  the  Free  Public  Library  herewith  submit 
their  twelfth  annual  report,  which  covers  the  work  of  the 
Library  for  the  year  1916. 

Over  173,000  volumes  have  been  loaned  and  a remarkable 
amount  of  cataloging  and  indexing  has  been  done  during 
the  past  year  as  is  shown  by  the  Librarian’s  report.  The 
immense  amount  of  detail  work  necessary  to  make  the 
library  of  the  most  service  to  its  patrons  is  scarcely  compre- 
hended by  those  not  familiar  with  such  work.  Individual 
books  are  indexed  under  many  subjects  which  often  require 
as  many  as  twenty  cards  to  make  the  contents  of  such  book 
available  for  the  public.  The  careful  work  this  calls  for, 
the  large  amount  of  investigation,  listing  of  books  and 
articles,  and  the  answering  of  innumerable  questions  in  the 
reference  department ; the  demand  for  intelligent  service  at 
the  circulation  desk;  and  the  growing  importance  of  the 
work  with  the  schools  require  the  employment  of  an  intelli- 
gent staff,  and  we  feel  that  we  have  a very  efficient  force  in 
the  several  departments  of  the  library. 

The  terms  of  Messrs.  Archibald,  Perry  and  Stevens 
expired  in  February  and  these  gentlemen  were  elected  by 
your  body  to  succeed  themselves. 

The  report  of  the  Librarian,  the  financial  statement  and 
the  appended  statistical  tables  are  embodied  in  this  report.

Report  of  the  Librarian 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Jacksonville  Free  Public 

Library: 

Gentlemen  : 

I have  the  honor  to  submit  the  report  of  the  Public 
Library  for  the  year  1916,  being  my  fifth  annual  report. 
During  the  year  there  has  been  a slight  decrease  in  the  circu- 
lation of  books,  a marked  growth  in  the  resources  of  the 
library  and  an  extensive  increase  in  the  work  of  catalog- 
ing, classifying,  indexing  and  arranging  the  material  on 
the  library’s  shelves.  Under  the  different  heads,  Con- 
tents and  Circulation,  Cataloging  and  Classification  and 
Administration,  I have  given  a detailed  report  of  the  work 
of  the  library. 

THE  CONTENTS  AND  CIRCULATION 

The  library  added  5,089  volumes  during  the  year,  1,402 
of  these  being  gifts,  973  from  the  United  States  Government 
and  429  from  various  donors.  With  a total  of  1,040  with- 
drawals, the  increase  in  the  number  of  volumes  is  4,049. 
This  with  one  exception,  that  of  the  year  1914,  is  the  largest 
in  the  history  of  the  library. 

The  special  collection  of  Florida  and  Jacksonville 
material  has  been  increased  by  several  rare  and  out-of-print 
books  and  by  many  pamphlets,  extracts  and  new  publica- 
tions. To  further  increase  the  value  of  this  department, 
the  library  has  commenced  the  indexing  of  all  Florida 
material  contained  not  only  in  its  own  general  books,  but 
also  those  not  on  its  shelves.

The  library  circulated  173,487  volumes,  a decrease  of 
3,966  over  the  previous  year.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that 
there  has  been  a decrease  of  3,173  in  the  colored  depart- 
ment, 1,497  in  the  rent  fiction  collection;  4,291  in  the  free 
fiction  collection,  and  2,376  in  the  deposit  stations,  which  is 
offset  by  an  increase  of  1,446  in  the  use  of  classed  books  of 
the  adult  department;  of  2,221  in  the  school  libraries,  and 
of  3,704  in  the  juvenile  department. 

With  a 25  per  cent  cut  in  the  book  fund  which  has 
greatly  reduced  the  library’s  new  fiction  and  necessitated 
closing  the  two  small  branches,  and  with  a perceptible  loss 
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in  the  city’s  population  during  the  early  part  of  the  year 
the  librarian  feels  that  a decrease  of  only  2 per  cent  in 
circulation  is  a remarkable  showing. 

REGISTRATION 

Registration  for  the  year  was  3,880,  making  a total 
registration  since  the  opening  of  the  library  of  38,308.  Of 
this  number  10,598  are  active  users  of  the  library. 

CATALOGING  AND  CLASSIFICATION 

Special  effort  has  been  exerted  during  the  year  to 
increase  the  usefulness  of  the  books  already  on  the  library’s 
shelves  by  a more  extensive  cataloging  of  their  contents. 
Of  the  3,838  government  documents,  2,020  have  been  cata- 
logued, classified  and  so  arranged  on  the  shelves  that  their 
contents  are  as  accessible  as  are  any  of  the  other  books  of 
the  library.  Over  eleven  thousand  cards  have  been  made 
for  these  books,  which  with  the  8,566  cards  made  for  the 
general  collection  makes  a total  of  20,254  cards  filed  in  the 
catalog  during  the  year.  Altogether  4,312  books  have  been 
catalogued  besides  the  addition  of  1,657  serials  and  dupli- 
cate copies. 

ADMINISTRATION 

Modern  and  sanitary  plumbing  changes  were  made  in 
the  basement,  the  work  to  be  completed  in  1917.  The 
exterior  wood  work,  sash  and  metal  screens  and  the  interior 
stairs  have  been  repainted.  Three  sections  of  catalog  trays 
containing  66  drawers  and  four  book  cases  with  a capacity 
of  2,920  books  have  been  added. 

Early  in  the  year,  the  library  bought  the  complete 
dictionary  card  catalog  of  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture.  These  20,000  cards  listing  all  of  the  agricul- 
tural material  of  the  United  States  Government  by  subjects 
and  authors  are  of  great  value  to  the  city  and  the  state. 
These  cards  are  being  transferred  to  the  main  catalog  as  fast 
as  the  publications  are  classified. 
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Besides  the  Annual  Report,  the  library  published  a 
Story  Hour  Bulletin,  a second  edition  of  the  “Better 
Babies”  reading  list,  a History  of  the  Ladies’  Friday 
Musical  and  a Reading  List  of  Magazine  Articles  on  South 
America.  Weekly  book  lists  in  both  the  Florida  Times- 
Union  and  the  Metropolis  have  been  a great  aid  in  adver- 
tising the  new  books  and  special  collections  of  the  library. 

With  a new  Multigraph  machine,  the  library  has  been 
able  to  print  a number  of  short  reading  lists,  circular  letters, 
duplicate  poems  and  administrative  forms. 

The  librarian  believes  that  in  many  of  the  departments 
the  demands  for  service  have  grown  more  rapidly  than  can 
be  supplied  by  the  staff.  For  example,  work  with  the  schools 
has  now  become  of  such  importance  that  it  is  a question  how 
the  library  can  take  care  of  the  future  growth  without  a 
special  assistant  for  this  department.  At  least  one  full- 
time assistant  is  needed  to  continue  the  competent  service 
rendered  in  the  past. 

Every  member  of  the  staff  has  worked  faithfully  and 
efficiently  throughout  the  year.  The  librarian,  Miss  Frost 
and  Miss  Eastmoore  attended  the  annual  conference  of  the 
American  Library  Association  at  Asbury  Park  in  June;  the 
librarian  being  appointed  a member  of  the  Committee  on 
Binding  of  the  Association.

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President’s  Report 

To  the  President  of  the  City  Council: 

The  Trustees  of  the  Jacksonville  Free  Public  Library 
herewith  submit  their  annual  report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1915. 

It  is  with  sincere  regret  that  we  record  the  death  of  Mr. 
C.  E.  Garner  on  April  23rd.  Mr.  Garner  had  been  a member 
of  the  Board  since  its  organization  in  1903,  serving  with  Mr. 
W.  W.  Cummer  and  Mr.  J.  R.  Parrott  on  the  Building 
Committee  that  had  charge  of  erecting  our  present  building. 
By  his  regular  attendance  on  the  Board  Meetings  and  by  his 
frequent  calls  at  the  Library  he  not  only  showed  his  interest 
in  the  Library  but  exerted  his  rare  abilities  in  the  guidance 
of  this  important  educational  work  of  the  City. 

The  terms  of  Messrs.  Bedell,  Garner  and  L ’Engle  ex- 
pired in  February  and  these  gentlemen  were  appointed  to 
succeed  themselves.  The  place  left  vacant  by  the  death  of 
Mr.  C.  E.  Garner  in  April  was  filled  by  the  election  of  Mr. 
W.  A.  Bours. 

The  interior  of  the  building  has  been  repainted,  and  ad- 
ditional space  obtained  by  combining  the  reading  room  and 
the  open  shelf  room. 

The  report  of  the  Librarian  herewith  transmitted  con- 
tains detailed  information  of  the  work  of  the  Library  for 
the  past  year.  A steady  increase  is  shown  in  the  circulation 
of  books  and  the  use  of  the  library  over  all  previous  years. 
The  Library  has  now  reached  that  stage  where  it  has  become 
a necessity  to  the  life  of  the  City.  That  this  is  true  is  shown 
by  the  facts  that  the  average  daily  circulation  is  600  books ; 
that  every  day  at  least  fifty  people  use  the  Reference  De- 
partment and  from  fifty  to  one  hundred  and  fifty,  the  Read- 
ing Room.  Among  the  library’s  37,630  volumes  there  is 
valuable  material  for  everyone, — the  student,  the  business 
man  or  woman,  the  casual  reader,  the  professional  man,  the 
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housewife,  the  club-woman,  the  winter  visitor,  the  boy  or 
girl  and  the  working  man. 

The  Board  recognizing  that  the  average  laboring  man 
has  not  the  means  to  provide  himself  with  a library  covering 
the  needs  of  his  occupation,  has  taken  especial  pains  to 
supply  the  library  with  reference  books  that  will  enable 
him  to  reach  the  best  authorities  on  any  branch  of  mechanics 
in  which  he  may  be  interested.  These  include  such  valuable 
books  as  the  fifty-seven  volumes  of  the  American  School  of 
Correspondence;  the  one  hundred  and  six  volumes  of  the 
International  Correspondence  Schools ; the  Library  of  Elec- 
trical Science ; the  Abridged  Agricultural  Records,  and  the 
many  single  volumes  of  mechanical  and  electrical  engineer- 
ing, of  railroading,  printing,  manufacturing  and  of  the 
mechanic  and  building  trades.  The  Board  feels  that  its 
efforts  in  this  direction  have  been  fully  appreciated  as  shown 
by  the  number  of  books  taken  out  from  the  Library.  Rec- 
ords show  that  during  the  last  year  two  thousand  six  hun- 
dred and  seventy-five  such  books  were  used  in  the  homes  of 
these  people.

Library: 

Gentlemen: 

I have  the  honor  to  submit  the  eleventh  annual  report 
of  the  Public  Library,  for  the  year  1915,  being  my  fourth 
annual  report.  The  year  just  closed  has  been  marked  by  a 
large  increase  in  the  circulation  of  books,  in  the  resources 
of  the  library,  and  in  the  services  rendered  by  the  library 
staff.  I have  included  with  my  report  brief  explanations  of 
the  system  of  the  classification  of  books,  of  the  use  of  the 
card  catalog,  and  of  the  value  of  the  reference  books,  believ- 
ing these  explanations  will  be  of  interest  to  the  students 
and  many  other  seekers  after  varied  information  contained 
in  the  resources  of  the  library.

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Compared  with  public  libraries  in  cities  the  size  of  Jack- 
sonville, these  numbers  are  extremely  small.  This  is  due  to 
the  short  time  that  the  library  has  been  in  existence  and  to 
the  heavy  circulation  which  wears  out  a large  number  of 
books  annually.  There  is  not  a library  in  the  country  hav- 
ing a greater  circulation  of  its  books  than  this  one. 

The  library  added  4,590  volumes  during  the  year ; 744  of 
these  being  gifts.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  volumes 
is  small  on  account  of  the  large  number  of  withdrawals — 
a total  of  1812.  The  library  circulated  177,453  volumes,  an 
increase  of  16,073  or  10  per  cent  over  the  previous  year.  Of 
these  150,097  were  distributed  from  the  main  library  and 
11,882  through  deposit  stations.  Children  borrowed  34,452, 
an  increase  of  37  per  cent  over  the  previous  year.  The 
juvenile  circulation  has  nearly  doubled  in  the  last  two  years, 
a remarkable  and  pleasing  record.  In  addition  4,884  school 
readers  and  books  were  issued  to  the  schools.  These  have 
been  used  thousands  of  times,  but  in  compiling  the  circula- 
tion statistics  we  have  counted  each  book  as  one  in  circula- 
tion. 

REGISTRATION 

The  number  of  borrowers  is  just  over  the  10,000  mark, 
there  being  10,004  active  users  of  the  library  books.  Regis- 
tration for  the  year  were  4,054,  an  increase  of  278  or  7 per 
cent  over  the  largest  previous  record. 

CLASSIFICATION  AND  ARRANGEMENT  OF  BOOKS 

In  modern  library  practice,  books  are  classified  accord- 
ing to  some  comprehensive  and  simple  system.  Without  a 
general  knowledge  of  the  system  used  in  a library,  one  is 
unable  intelligently  to  look  for  books  of  interest  to  oneself. 
For  this  reason,  this  article  on  the  classification  of  books 
and  the  succeeding  one  on  the  library  catalog  are  given. 

The  library  at  its  beginning  adopted  the  system  devised 
by  Melvil  Dewey  in  1873,  known  as  the  Dewey  Decimal 
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System.  In  arranging  books  on  the  shelves  a plan  of 
relative  location  was  used.  Thus  all  the  books  on  any  given 
subject  are  found  together.  The  Dewey  Decimal  System  of 
classification  divides  the  whole  field  of  knowledge  into  ten 
classes,  numbering  from  000  through  900.  They  are  as 
follows :

All  fiction  has  been  taken  from  class  800,  Literature, 
and  arranged  on  shelves  alphabetically  by  author  with  no 
class  number.  'The  newest  fiction  is  in  the  open  shelf  fiction 
room  with  the  larger  collection  on  the  ground  floor  of  the 
book  stack.

Besides  this  class  number,  each  book  is  given  another 
number  known  as  the  author  number.  This  combines  the 
initial  of  the  author’s  name  and  a figure,  in  such  a way 
that  books  arranged  by  these  numbers  stand  alphabetically 
by  their  authors’  names. 

These  numbers,  the  class  and  the  author,  together  are 
known  as  the  Call  number.  This  number  is  marked  on  the 
backs  of  books  and  will  also  be  found  in  the  upper  left  hand 
corner  of  the  corresponding  cards  in  the  card  catalog. 

To  find  a book : Get  its  call  number  from  the  catalog. 
Look  on  the  shelves,  first  for  the  class  number,  and  then  for 
the  author  number. 


The  library  does  not  have  a printed  catalog  of  its  books 
on  account  of  the  expense  and  the  impracticability  of  keep- 
ing it  up  to  date.  However,  a quarterly  bulletin  lists  a 
greater  part  of  the  new  books  and  the  numerous  reading 
lists  give  the  titles  of  the  library’s  best  books  on  various 
subjects.  These  publications  are  free. 

The  catalog  of  all  books  in  the  library  will  be  found  in 
the  cases  of  drawers  to  the  right  of  the  registration  desk. 
This  is  a dictionary  card  catalog — ‘ ‘ Dictionary,  ” because 
the  entries  are  arranged  alphabetically  like  those  of  a dic- 
tionary, and  “card,”  because  each  entry  is  on  a separate 
card.  This  catalog,  supplemented  by  the  library’s  indexes 
and  staff  of  librarians,  will  answer  the  questions  ‘ ‘ What  do 
you  know?”  “What  do  you  have?”  and  “Where  is  it?” 
The  card  catalog  attempts  to  list  every  book  in  the 
library  under  the  author’s  name,  title  and  subject  content

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of  the  book.  For  example:  Robert  Dunn’s  interesting 
book,  ‘ ‘Five  Fronts  on  the  Firing-lines  with  English- 
French,  Austrian,  German  and  Russian  Troops”  will  be 
found  under  the  author’s  name:  Dunn,  Robert;  the  subject, 
European  war,  1914;  and  the  title:  Five  Fronts.  In  many 
cases  the  subject  content  of  a book  is  so  varied,  that  a num- 
ber of  subjects  are  listed.  For  example:  Hugo  Munster- 
berg’s  “American  Patriotism  and  Other  Social  Studies” 
will  be  found  in  the  catalog  under  the  subjects,  Patriotism; 
Co-education;  Germany — Social  life  and  customs;  Educa- 
tion— Germany;  Journalism;  and  Education— U.  S. 

In  other  words,  the  catalog  always  answers  the  ques- 
tions: What  books  does  the  library  possess  by  a certain 
author?  Does  the  library  have  a book  with  a certain  title? 
What  books  does  the  library  have  on  a certain  subject? 

REFERENCE  BOOKS 

s 

A reference  book  is  a book  which  is  used  for  looking  up 
particular  facts  rather  than  for  reading  through.  If  it  is 
an  expensive  volume  listing  the  manufacturers  of  the  coun- 
try, an  encyclopedia  of  sculpture,  or  some  such  work,  the 
average  individual  does  not  care  to  own  it,  and  so  the  City 
through  the  Public  Library  supplies  it  as  a public  utility. 
One  of  the  greatest  functions  of  the  library  is  the  reference 
and  information  work  which  is  handled  through  this  class 
of  books.  During  the  year  all  papers  and  magazines  were 
moved  from  the  Reference  Room  so  that  the  library  now 
has  quiet  and  adequate  accommodations  for  the  student 
and  the  investigator. 

The  most  important  reference  books  are  the  encyclo- 
pedias and  dictionaries.  Such  encyclopedias  as  the  Britan- 
nica,  New  International,  Americana,  and  many  others  will 
be  found  in  the  Reference  Department,  together  with  the 
Century,  Standard,  Webster,  Oxford-English  and  many  of 
the  older  dictionaries.  The  library  has  also  many  expensive 
dictionaries  and  encyclopedias  dealing  with  special  subjects 
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such  as  Philosophy,  Religion,  Sociology,  Education,  Me- 
chanics, Commerce,  Languages,  Medicine,  Agriculture, 
Music  and  Art.  Various  almanacs,  year  books,  and  annuals 
are  full  of  statistical  and  brief  informative  facts.  In  litera- 
ture the  various  anthologies  and  collections  are  of  untold 
value;  while  in  history  the  biographic,  encyclopedic  and 
geographic  books  are  wonderfully  useful. 

MAGAZINES  AS  BOOKS  OF  REFERENCE 

Besides  stories,  magazines  give  the  latest  thought  and 
news  of  the  world,  and  bring  down  to  date  the  material 
found  in  books.  Every  year  or  other  convenient  period  a 
volume  is  completed,  and  for  many  magazines  an  index  to 
that  volume  is  published.  The  Public  Library  binds  122 
different  magazines  annually  into  206  volumes.  Altogether 
the  library  has  3,792  bound  volumes  of  magazines.  One  can 
easily  see  that  it  would  be  impracticable  to  refer  to  these 
indexes  in  seeking  information  on  a subject.  To  get  at  this 
material  one  must  use  the  general  periodical  indexes  known 
as  Poole’s  Index,  the  Readers’  Guide  and  its  supplements, 
and  the  Annual  Magazine  Subject  Index.  These  books  list 
thousands  and  thousands  of  articles  annually,  under  sub- 
ject, author  and  title.  Commencing  with  magazines  pub- 
lished as  early  as  1802  they  make  available  the  material  of 
magazine  literature  for  the  last  114  years. 

The  library  has  other  valuable  indexes  and  many  ex- 
tensive catalogs,  bibliographies,  and  guides. 

ADMINISTRATION 

No  attempt  has  been  made  to  keep  a record  of  the  work 
of  the  order,  cataloguing,  reference,  and  school  depart- 
ments. However  the  appended  detailed  tables  of  circula- 
tion, of  registration,  and  of  book  accessions,  show  a large 
part  of  the  work  of  these  departments. 
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The  library  published  several  reading  lists,  double  num- 
bers of  its  quarterly  bulletin  and  a Story  Hour  Bulletin. 
The  latter  publication  was  of  great  credit  both  to  the  library 
and  to  the  printer.  Copies  were  sent  upon  request  to 
hundreds  of  libraries  throughout  the  country,  three  State 
Library  Commissions  bought  small  blocks  of  the  bulletin 
and  favorable  comments  were  noted  in  twelve  national  and 
state  publications.  The  weekly  book  notices  and  many 
special  news  articles  in  both  the  Florida  Times-Union  and 
Florida  Metropolis  have  been  of  great  value  in  advertising 
the  library  and  its  resources. 

During  the  past  year  the  regular  library  staff  has  seen 
no  changes  and  the  work  of  all  its  members  has  been 
marked  by  greater  co-operation  and  enthusiasm  than  ever 
before.  Miss  Myra  Gray  and  Miss  Sarah  Muriel  received 
training  during  the  summer, — Miss  Gray  becoming  a sub- 
stitute assistant  here,  and  Miss  Muriel  continuing  her 
course  at  Rollins  College.  Miss  Pearle  Hawkins  and  Miss 
Mary  Buckland  are  at  present  taking  a short  practice 
course.  Weekly  staff  meetings  have  been  instituted  and  are 
proving  both  a value  and  a pleasure  to  the  whole  staff. 

In  closing  I wish  to  extend  the  thanks  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  to  all  the  friends  of  the  library  for  their  many 
gifts  and  support  of  the  institution. 

Seven  hundred  and  forty-four  volumes  have  been  do- 
nated to  the  library  of  which  record  is  made  in  an  appendix 
to  this  report. 

In  my  service  to  the  city  I realize  more  and  more  each 
year  the  keen  interest  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  in  the  work  of  the  library  and  of  their  considera- 
tion of  the  librarian.

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President’s  Report 

To  the  President  of  the  City  Council: 

The  Trustees  of  the  Jacksonville  Free  Public  Library 
herewith  submit  their  annual  report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1914. 

The  progress  of  work  in  the  past  year  with  the  present 
usefulness  of  the  library  system  is  well  explained  in  the 
third  annual  report  of  Librarian  L.  W.  Josselyn.  We  be- 
lieve the  public  library  has  now  reached  that  stage  where 
it  is  not  only  a useful  unit  in  our  educational  and  civic  life 
but  an  invaluable  and  indispensable  institution  to  the  peo- 
ple of  our  great  city.  This  is  forcibly  brought  to  your 
attention  by  the  comparison  of  this  the  tenth  annual  report 
with  the  first  and  second  annual  reports  of  1905  and  1906. 
The  library  now  has  34,852  volumes  compared  with  9,134 
volumes  in  1906,  and  the  present  circulation  of  161,380 
books  is  twice  that  of  the  first  year’s  circulation.  That  over 
10,000  citizens  of  Jacksonville  have  availed  themselves  of 
the  resources  of  this  institution  indicates  that  the  main- 
tenance of  the  library  is  appreciated  by  the  public  which 
supports  it. 

During  the  year  the  terms  of  Messrs.  Rinehart,  Cummer 
and  Fletcher  expired  and  these  gentlemen  were  appointed 
to  succeed  themselves. 

We  include  the  detailed  report  of  the  Librarian  and  the 
financial  statement  as  a part  of  this  report.

Librarian’s  Report 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Jacksonville  Free  Public 
Library: 

Gentlemen  : 

I have  the  honor  to  submit  the  tenth  annual  report  of 
the  work  done  by  the  Public  Library  during  the  year  1914. 

As  will  be  seen  by  the  accompanying  report  and  ap- 
pended table,  the  year  witnessed  a wonderful  growth  in  the 
work  of  the  library.  Never  has  there  been  such  large  returns 
in  service  for  the  expenditure  of  city  funds. 

CONTENTS,  CIRCULATION  AND  REGISTRATION 

With  a net  increase  of  5,116  books  there  are  now  34,852 
volumes  in  the  library.  Of  the  6,311  volumes  added  1,261 
fiction  and  1,484  non-fiction  were  for  the  general  collection ; 
1,128  for  the  school  libraries ; 1,011  for  the  juvenile  depart- 
ment and  232  for  the  colored  department. 

The  registrations  for  the  year  were  3,766  an  increase  of 
15  per  cent  over  the  preceding  year.  Of  a total  of  30,347 
registrations  since  the  opening  of  the  library  9,772  cards  are 
now  in  force.  The  circulation  of  161,380  volumes  is  an 
increase  of  12  per  cent  over  that  of  last  year.  While  in  the 
past  the  rapid  growth  of  the  city’s  population  has  been 
partly  accountable  for  the  growth  of  the  library ’s  circulation, 
the  past  year  without  any  growth  in  population  sees  an 
increase  of  16,810  in  circulation.  This  means  that  the 
library  is  reaching  a larger  percentage  of  the  people  than 
ever  before  and  that  it  has  become  a great  factor  in  the 
city’s  life. 

CATALOGUING  DEPARTMENT 

During  the  year  6,311  books  have  been  accessioned; 
5,787  catalogued  and  672  recatalogued.  The  work  of  this 
department  which  has  doubled  in  the  last  three  years  has  to 
be  performed  by  assistants  who  are  either  at  the  reference 
or  the  circulation  desks  a greater  part  of  the  day. 
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GOVERNMENT  DOCUMENTS. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  the  Public  Library  was 
designated  a United  States  Government  Depository.  As 
such  it  receives  publications  of  the  National  Government, — 
documents  embodying  the  proceedings  of  Congress,  the 
results  of  its  sessions  in  the  form  of  laws,  reports,  special 
investigations  and  miscellany;  the  issues  of  each  of  the  ten 
executive  departments  with  the  reports  of  the  many  subordi- 
nate divisions  and  of  the  eighteen  affiliated  offices  and 
associations.  This  great  wealth  of  material  can  only  be 
realized  when  one  visits  the  library  and  examines  these 
books  under  such  subjects  as  science,  technology,  economics, 
useful  arts,  statistics,  history,  anthropology,  ethnology, 
labor  problems  and  commerce. 

There  are  2,365  bound  volumes  and  2,634  unbound 
bulletins,  reports  and  pamphlets  in  this  collection  and  the 
library  will  receive  900  publications  annually.  All  of  these 
publications  have  been  classified  and  arranged  on  the  shelves 
of  the  third  floor  stack.  The  work  of  cataloguing  this 
material  will  commence  in  the  early  part  of  the  coming  year. 

FLORIDA  COLLECTION. 

A Florida  and  Jacksonville  Collection  has  been  estab- 
lished and  now  numbers  446  titles  of  643  volumes.  These 
books  have  all  been  reeatalogued  and  shelved  in  a special 
room.  While  this  is  only  a beginning,  the  establishment  of 
such  a collection  is  an  incentive  to  the  gathering  together 
of  a worthy  collection  of  Jacksonville  and  Florida  material. 

REFERENCE  AND  SCHOOL  WORK. 

While  no  records  are  kept  of  the  many  daily  questions 
answered,  the  information  found,  the  bibliographies  com- 
piled and  the  vast  amount  of  reference  work  performed,  the 
growth  in  service  of  this  department  is  rapidly  increasing. 
Not  only  the  student  and  the  club  member  but  the  business 
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man  and  the  investigator  are  more  often  seen  at  the  refer- 
ence desk.  Such  continued  demands  in  this  department 
have  been  made  in  the  last  few  years  that  separation  of  the 
reading  and  reference  features  must  soon  be  made  in  order 
to  carry  on  satisfactory  work. 

The  added  resources  of  the  library  and  the  work  of  the 
new  Supervisors  has  increased  the  use  of  the  library  by  the 
City  School  teachers.  Thirty-five  special  and  class  room 
libraries  have  been  placed  in  the  schools,  each  of  which 
have  been  used  by  an  average  of  fifty-six  children  in  connec- 
tion with  their  school  work. 

During  the  summer  a special  library  was  placed  in  the 
High  School  for  the  use  of  the  Normal  Training  School  held 
by  Duval  County.  This  collection  of  250  volumes  on  the 
principles  and  practice  of  teaching  was  a great  help  to  the 
teachers  of  the  Training  Course.

A marked  improvement  in  the  Children’s  Department 
is  shown  by  the  circulation  of  25,015  books,  an  increase  of 
28  per  cent  over  the  previous  year.  The  children’s  room 
has  been  made  more  attractive  J)wjthe^ ^cidition  of  a large 
colored  reproduction  of  Ta=BsiKra-Spring,  rearrangement 
of  the  furniture  and  the  installation  of  a new  lighting 
system. 

BRANCHES  AND  DEPOSITS 

The  Fairfield  Improvement  Association  continued  to 
operate  the  branch  at  Fairfield  Hall  which  shows  a steady 
growth  as  does  the  branch  at  106  Florida  Avenue  cared 
for  by  the  East  Jacksonville  Improvement  Association.  A 
third  branch  was  established  in  August  in  Northeast 
Springfield  under  the  charge  of  the  Woman’s  Club  of 
Northeast  Springfield.  While  these  branches  are  not  orga- 
nized as  the  regular  branches  of  a library  system  and  are 
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in  reality  only  small  deposits  they  are  doing  good  work  at 
the  least  cost  to  the  city. 

Besides  the  above  deposit  stations  the  library  has  used 
the  following  agencies  in  its  distribution  of  books:  The 
Southern  Bell  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company,  the 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  Educational  Department,  the  Boy  Scout  Head- 
quarters, the  Old  Ladies’  Home,  the  Florida  Military 
Academy,  the  Duval  High  School,  three  grammar  schools, 
and  fifty-five  class  rooms  of  the  Graded  City  Schools. 
Through  these  agenices  15,028  volumes  were  circulated  for 
home  use,  and  in  addition  1,610  volumes  of  supplementary 
readers  in  sets  of  thirty-five  were  used  many  thousands  of 
times  although  they  have  been  counted  as  ‘ ‘ one  ’ ’ each  in  the 
library  records. 

PUBLICITY. 

The  quarterly  bulletin  listing  all  new  titles  has  been 
continued  and  the  following  attractive  and  useful  reading 
lists  published:  “ Better  Babies,  a few  books  about  the 

baby’s  health;”  “Beading  List  on  the  Great  European 
War;”  “The  Annual  Story  Hour  Bulletin;”  and  “Recent 
Books  for  Young  People.”  Through  the  courtesy  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  Public  Library  in  extending  the  use  of 
their  special  school  catalogue  the  library  published  a most 
extensive  catalogue  of  the  books  in  the  School  Deposit  Col- 
lection. The  weekly  list  of  new  books  appeared  regularly 
in  the  Florida  Times-Union  Sunday  newspaper  and  the 
Florida  Metropolis  Saturday  evening  paper.  Special  news 
articles  have  been  published  from  time  to  time  to  keep  the 
library  before  the  public. 

The  librarian  as  a member  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
and  of  the  Rotary  Club  has  endeavored  to  bring  about  a 
greater  use  of  the  library  by  the  business  men  of  the  city, 
and  as  a member  of  social  and  civic  organizations  has 
created  closer  relationships  of  all  of  the  city’s  social  service 
organizations  with  the  library.

The  Trustees  of  the  Jacksonville  Free  Public  Library 
herewith  submit  their  annual  report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1913. 

We  wish  to  call  especial  attention  to  the  remarkable 
growth  of  the  library — an  increase  of  over  8 per  cent,  in 
circulation  and  of  15  per  cent,  in  the  total  number  of  vol- 
umes on  the  shelves.  We  also  call  your  attention  to  the 
installation  of  class-room  libraries — the  beginning  of  a sys- 
tem of  supplying  all  the  city  schools  with  library  books. 
We  believe  that  the  children  should  be  taught  not  only  how 
to  read  but  what  to  read,  and  that  this  can  only  be  done  by 
introducing  the  best  literature  for  children  into  the  school- 
room and  thus  encouraging  them  to  read  at  home. 

During  the  year  the  terms  of  Messrs.  Archibald,  Perry 
and  Stevens  expired  and  these  gentlemen  were  appointed  to 
succeed  themselves.

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Librarian’s  Report 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Jacksonville  Free  Public 
Library : 

Gentlemen  : 

I herewith  submit  the  ninth  annual  report  of  the  Libra- 
rian for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1913. 

GROWTH  OF  LIBRARY 

The  net  increase  in  the  books  of  the  library  was  3,897, 
the  largest  in  its  history.  Deducting  the  number  of  volumes 
lost  and  withdrawn,  there  are  29,736  volumes  on  the  shelves 
at  the  close  of  the  year.  Of  the  5,757  volumes  added,  1,465 
were  for  21  class-room  libraries  in  the  schools,  919  for  the 
juvenile  department,  212  for  the  colored  department  and 
1,378  of  fiction  and  1,783  of  non-fiction  for  the  general  col- 
lection.

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REGISTRATION 

The  registrations  for  the  year  are  3,286  making  a total 
of  26,581  since  the  opening  of  the  library.  Of  this  number 
9,314  cards  are  now  in  force. 

REFERENCE  AND  SCHOOL  WORK 

Increased  activity  in  use  of  the  reference  books  and 
magazines  has  been  noted  through  the  year.  The  reference 
collection  has  been  greatly  increased  by  a number  of  refer- 
ence books  and  several  bound  sets  of  magazines.  Twenty 
class-room  libraries  have  been  distributed  in  the  schools 
and  a special  Teacher’s  card  has  been  issued.  The  work  of 
the  class-room  libraries  is  fully  described  in  the  first  quar- 
terly of  the  Bulletin  for  the  year. 

children’s  room 

The  circulation  in  the  children’s  department  was  19,- 
578,  being  4,437  less  than  that  for  the  year  1912.  This  loss 
is  partly  balanced  by  the  additional  school  and  branch 
circulation  of  juvenile  books. 

The  attendance  at  the  story  hour  has  been  3,078,  an 
average  of  89  each  week.  This  is  an  increase  of  112  per 
cent  over  the  preceding  year.  Thanks  are  due  the  twelve 
story  tellers  who  assisted  the  children’s  librarian,  and  the 
Florida  Talking  Machine  Company  and  the  Gibson  Kodak 
Store  for  their  aid  in  this  work. 

BRANCHES 

Arrangements  were  made  in  June  with  the  East  Jack- 
sonville Improvement  Association  to  loan  them  a collection 
of  300  volumes  of  fiction  and  juvenile  books.  The  society 
circulates  these  books  from  a small  reading  room  at  106 
Florida  Avenue,  and  is  open  from  2.00-6.00  p.  m.  daily  ex- 
cept Sundays.  A month  later  similar  arrangements  were 
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made  with  the  Fairfield  Improvement  Association.  This 
sub-branch  is  at  Fairfield  Hall  and  is  open  for  circulation 
on  Fridays  2.00-4.00  p.  m.  and  Wednesdays  and  Saturdays 
7.00-9.00  p.  m.  Both  associations  are  doing  good  work. 

BUILDING  IMPROVEMENTS 

The  installation  of  a third  and  fourth  tier  of  stacks,  an 
upper  mezzanine  floor,  and  an  extension  of  the  book  lift  to 
these  floors  is  nearing  completion.  This  new  stack  which 
will  hold  17,824  volumes  will  be  used  at  once  to  lessen  the 
crowded  condition  of  the  present  stacks,  and  for  the  govern- 
ment document  collection  formerly  shelved  in  the  base- 
ment. Four  new  book  cases  with  a capacity  of  1,700  vol- 
umes have  been  added  in  the  children’s  room;  one  double 
case  with  a capacity  of  700  volumes  in  the  fiction  room,  and 
a new  unit  catalog  case  and  a magazine  case  in  the  main 
hall. 

PUBLICITY 

A quarterly  bulletin  has  been  published  which  gives  all 
new  titles  under  13  main  classifications,  and  contains  either 
reference  or  school  lists.  Five  attractive  reading  lists  have 
been  published  as  follows:  “The  Story  Hour;”  “Books 

for  the  Camp  Fire  Girls;”  “A  Few  Juvenile  Books;” 
‘ 4 Children ’s  Books  of  Unusual  Merit ; ’ ’ and  a 4 4 Pan  Ameri- 
can Reading  Folder.”  It  has  been  the  aim  of  the  library 
to  make  all  of  these  publications  attractive  and  readable. 
The  weekly  book  notices  and  special  news  articles  in  the 
daily  papers  have  been  one  of  the  greatest  means  of  adver- 
tising. 

STAFF 

Two  changes  have  been  made  in  the  library  staff ; Miss 
Minnie  Bushfield  resigned  in  November  and  was  succeeded 
by  Miss  Mabel  M.  Jones,  of  Atlanta,  Georgia,  and  Miss 
Mabel  Eastmore  was  added  to  the  staff  as  substitute  assist- 
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ant.  The  librarian  attended  the  Annual  Conference  of  the 
American  Library  Association,  at  Kaaterskill,  N.  Y. 

Acknowledgments  are  made  to  the  donors  of  525  vol- 
umes ; to  The  Southern  Bell  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Com- 
pany and  The  H.  & W.  B.  Drew  Company  for  their  large 
discounts  on  all  library  bills;  and  to  the  Florida  Times- 
Union  and  the  Florida  Metropolis  for  their  courtesy  in 
giving  good  display  to  library  items. 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Trustees 
for  their  co-operation  and  interest  in  the  work  of  the 
library;  the  City  Council  for  their  confidence  and  support 
of  the  library  as  shown  in  the  1913  budget ; and  each  mem- 
ber of  the  staff  for  their  untiring  and  efficient  service.
